WASHINGTON (UPI) - The cost of 
living roee a moderate 0.3 per cent in 
November, reflecting the first decline in 
food prices since March, the Labor 
Department reported today. 
The overall increase in prices last 
month was exactly the same as in Oc­ 
tober, a trend which very likely will 
allow the Ford administration to meet 
its goal for bringing the annual infation 
rate below 5 per cent by the end of 1976. 
Today's Increase works out to a 3.6 per 
cent yearly rate of inflation. 
Coming just before Christmas, the 


report was good news for the American 
consumer. The moderate trend in prices, 
combined with an increase in earnings, 
brought about a substantial 0.8 per cent 
increase in the average worker’s real 
spendable income. 
Food prices dropped 0.2 per cent last 
month - the first such decline since 
March. The cost of household services 
excluding rent fell for the first time 
since early 1971. 
This helped to offset price increases 
for most commodities other than food. 
Prices rose substantially for tobacco, 


furniture, used cars, gasoline and motor 
oil.The Consumer Price Index stood at 
173.8 in November — meaning that goods 
and services costing 8100 in 1967 now cost 
$173.80. This reflected an increase of 5 
per cent over last year. 
A continuation of the present trend 
would allow the annual inflation rate to 
drop below 5 per cent in December — a 
vast improvement from the 7 per cent 
rate established at the end of 1975 and 
the 12.2 per cent recorded in 1974. 
Inflation has cooled gradually since 


last summer. The year’s biggest monthly 
increase of 0.6 per cent occurred last 
May, when food prices were soaring. In 
the last three months, the compound an­ 
nual rate of inflation was 4.3 per cent. 
Food prices have been moderate late­ 
ly, and most economists expert this 
trend to continue. Food prices have risen 
at a compound annual rate of only 0.2 per 
cent in the last three months. 
In November, the price of fresh 
vegetables dropped a substantial 6.5 per 
cent — reversing a recent trend. Prices 
declined for pork, cereal, bakery 


products and sugar while dairy prices 
fell for the first time since early this 
year. 
Beef purchasers were not as lucky. 
Beef prices rose 2.2 per cent in October. 
Fresh fruits, eggs and coffee also con­ 
tinued to increase. 
Homeowners got a big break in 
November, when mortgage interest 
rates dropped 2.1 per cent — twice as 
much as in recent months. Gas and elec­ 
tricity prices were up only slightly 
following recently big increases. 


Insurance and parking rates forced an 
increase in transportation services, and 
medical care costs also jumped 1.5 per 
cent — the biggest increase lately. 
Most other commodities continued to 
climb. Furniture and tobacco prices 
were up sharply, and used car prices 
jumped 0.9 per cent. But the effect of re­ 
cent new car prices began to fade in 
November. 
Gasoline, motor oil, fuel oil and coal 
prices also rose. These prices have con­ 
tributed substantially to inflation over 
the past year. 
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Chicago's 
mayor 
mourned 
CHICAGO (UPI) — Mayor Richard J. 
Daley, 74, the last of the big city bosses 
whose influence extended from the city 
wards to the White House, collapsed and 
died of a heart attack in his doctor’s of­ 
fice Monday. 
Church bells tolled mournfully over 
the wind-and-snowswept streets of 
Bridgeport, the old, ethnic neighborhood 
on the South Side where Daley lived, 
proclaiming the news. Some 500 persons 
packed the Church of the Nativity of Our 
Lord to pray for the man who had ruled 
the city for 21 years - the only mayor a 
generation of Chicagoans had ever 
known. 
In political circles, Democrats 
jockeyed for position in the political 
vacuum created by Daley’s death. 
The immediate future of government 
in the nation’s second largest city was 
muddled by infighting over provisions 
for naming an acting mayor. 
City statutes call for the City Council 
to meet and appoint an acting mayor to 
run the city until a special election is 
held. But there was confusion over who 
serves as acting mayor until the council 
meets Wednesday. 
Daley, as was his routine, began his 
teat day «и-ly. stopping ^«Kend church 
services before arriving at his office and 
a Christmas breakfast for dty depart­ 
ment heads. 
He stopped at Civic Center Plaza, next 
door to his office, to watch ice artists 
carve Christmas sculpture ami then ap­ 
peared at the dedication of a South Side 
park, where he took time to toss a 
basketball through the hoop in an inside 
gymnasium. 
A short time later, complaining of 
chest pains, Daley hurried to the office 
of his personal physician, Dr. Thomas 
Coogan Jr. 
Coogan said an electrocardiagram and 
a checkup indicated an irregular heari 
rhythm and that he had told Daley to 
check in to a hospital. He said the mayor 
agreed. Coogan said he left the room 
while Daley phoned his s o t , Michael. 
When Coogan returned, the aging mayor 
was in the throes of the fatal heart at­ 
tack. 
Daley never regained consciousness, 
despite efforts of paramedics and a 
medical team from Northwestern 
Memorial Hospital.

Stockholders in Mission Hills Water

A company spokesman said there may 
be as many as 700 or 800 stockholders 
although Anton Gamier, the present 
company president, owns a reported 90- 
plus per cent of the stock.

The meeting comes in the midst of un­ 
certainty. Roy Jaeger, a spokesman for 
a homeowner’s group, said the “com­ 
pany is a public utility and it 
isn’t.’’California Public Utilities Com­ 


mission ruled some months ago that the 
company that supplies water to the Mis­ 
sion Hills residents and business outlets 
is a public utility. However, a lawsuit by 
the residents has stalled the carrying out 
of the PUC order to implement the 
change.

Christmas 
tree fire 
kills three 
SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - A 
Christmas tree burst into flames inside 
the posh St. Francis Yacht Club Monday 
night, killing three persons and sending 
hundreds of holiday partygoers running 
for their lives. 
Firemen found the bodies of three un­ 
identified victims in the rubble of the 
two-story Spanish stucco building, which 
was destroyed. Damage was estimated 
at $500,000. 
Eleven persons were hospitalized with 
injuries. Many of them were pelted by 
falling debris when the auditorium cell­ 
ing collapsed in a shower of flames. 
The flames, which shot 100 feet into 
the air, were visible from the Golden 
Gate Bridge and surrounding cities. 
“The Christmas tree went ‘poof’, just 
like that,” said witness Ted Bakkila. He 
said floral garlands strung across the 
ceiling quickly ignited as flames raced 
through the building overlooking San 
Francisco Bay. 
The tinder-dry tree "flashed, exploded 
and burst into a ball of flame,” said Fire 
Chief Andrew Casper, who had left the 
yacht club party just 10 minutes before 
the blaze broke out. 
“We were sitting downstairs listening 
to Christmas carols when smoke started 
billowing into the room,” said Robert 
Block. “The concert MC jumped up on 
the stage and told everyone to leave.’ 
“Once we were outside, it was just a 
matter of minutes before flames 
engulfed the entire building,” he added. 
Some 200 firefighters battled the fire for 
two hours before bringing it under con­ 
trol. They were assisted by a fire depart­ 
ment boat spraying water from the bay 
and three Coast Guard boats. 
The yacht club was built in 1927. 
Architect Austin Moore designed the 
building in the style of the old Customs 
House at Monterey, a California land­ 
mark. 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) — Syrian 
peacekeeping troops clashed with anti- 
Syrian Palestinians in a bitter five-hour 
battle in south Beirut today. Fierce 
fighting was also reported in southern 
Lebanon between Christian villages and 
a Palestinian stronghold. 
The fighting in the capital suburbs 
marked the first time since the Syrian 
peacekeeping troops entered Beirut in 
force Nov. 14 that they clashed with 
Palestinian guerrillas. 
The Syrians, along with Pro-Syrian 
Palestinians, blasted at rebellious 
guerrillas of the “Rejection Front” for 
five hours with artillery, mortars and 
rocket-propelled grenades until a truce 
was called in miomorning. 
The battle apparently stemmed from 
fighting between the pro-Syrian Saiqa 
guerrilla organization and so-called ”re- 
jectionists” — Palestinians who oppose 
any negotiated settlement with Israel 
and the large-scale military intervention 
of Syria in Lebanon. 
Reports differed as to how the 
peacekeeping troops became involved, 
but the fighting apparently escalated to 
include both these forces and 
mainstream guerrilla groups of the 
Palestine Liberation Organization . 
Residents of Beirut who lived near the 
scene of the fighting on the outlying 
southern areas of Chatila camp, Bouri 
Barahneh and Sabra said the various 
groups battled with mortars, machine 
guns and rocket-propelled grenades. 
“It was really terrible,” said one man 
who lived near the scene. “They were 
throwing everything they had at each 
other.” 
To the south near the Israeli border, 
Arab sources said fierce fighting 
between three Christian villages and a 
Palestinian stronghold in southern 
Lebanon broke out early today. 


after fall 
Fourteen-year-old Lance Mathews of 
Santa Maria was listed in satisfactory 
condition this morning at Santa Ynez 
Valley Hospital after impaling himself 
on the leg of an upturned chair when he 
fell from a tree during a visit to 
Gardener Ranch in Buellton Monday 
afternoon. 
Ambulance attendants removed young 
Mathews to the hospital with the leg of 
the chair going through his right hip area 
and emerging through his abdomen. 
Surgeons at the hospital worked for a 
considerable length of time in removing 
the chair leg from the boy’s body, 
authorities said. It was reported that the 
chair leg did not penetrate any vital 
organs. 
Surgeons reported that the boy aided 
greatly in the surgery procedure with his 
calm, almost stoic attitude throughout 
the ordeal. 
Egypt and Syria set up 
joint political command 


CAIRO (UPI) - Egypt and Syria set 
up a joint political command today, 
made up of Presidents Anwar Sadat and 
Hafez Assad, to unite the two countries 
in stages, a joint declaration said. 
The two presidents also called for 
reconvening the Geneva Arab-Israeli 
peace conference, with Palestine Libera­ 
tion Organization participation, before 
the end of next March. 
"The joint political command will 
draw up, as soon as possible, the neces­ 
sary guidelines for promoting and con­ 
solidating the unionist relations between 
the two countries and will supervise the 
necessary steps of Implementation,” the 
declaration, issued in both Cairo and 
Damascus said. 
The two countries set up six joint com­ 
mittees to coordinate policies in the 
spheres of defense, foreign affairs, infor­ 
mation. finance, education and legisla­ 
tion 


In an obvious allusion to the political 
upheaval in Israel caused by Premier 
Yitzhak Rabin’s resignation, the two 
presidents condemned, in a separate 
communique, what they called "all at­ 
tempts at obstruction and maneuvers of 
procrastination which the progress of 
oeace is facing.” 
They “emphasized the necessity of 
reconvening the Geneva conference for 
Middle East peace, before the end of 
March and stressed, in this connection, 
their firm stand on the necessity of the 
participation of the Palestine Liberation 
Organization, as an independent party, 
and on a footing of equality with other 
parties,” the communique said. 
The agreements were reached in talks 
between Assad and Sadat spanning a 
four-day official visit by the Syrian 
leader, his first since the two countries 
reconciled their differences last October 
following a 13-month rift.

Earthquake prediction obvious failure 


LOS AN G ELES (U P I) - Despite Henry C. Mintum’s prediction, 
Southern California was not destroyed Monday, so far as anyone 
can tell. 
Last month Minturn predicted an earthquake, possibly a destruc­ 
tive one, would shake the Los Angeles area Dec. 20. 
The prediction frightened some residents, despite Minturn’s lack 
of credentials as an earthquake forecaster. Minturn has worked as 
a security guard, prospector, mail sorter and oil industry and 
aerospace engineer. 
For weeks, the worriers called news organizations, seis­ 
mological laboratories and public agencies, asking about the im­ 
pending earthquake. There were reports, difficult to verify, that 
some people left town. 
Minturn was not available for comment. 


Highway Patrol to lift hiring freeze 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) - The California Highway Patrol has an­ 
nounced plans to lift its hiring freeze which began last year at the 
order of Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
Commissioner Glen Craig Monday said job applications w ill be 
accepted by the state Personnel Board between Jan. 7-28 and a 
written examination w ill be given Feb. 19. Qualified applicants w ill 
be enrolled in a traffic officer-cadet class to start next July. 
Earlier this year, the patrol opened its a new $15 million 
academy but there were no cadets to train because of the hiring 
freeze instituted as an economy measure. The last cadet class 
graduated in the late spring of 1975. 


Younger asks death penalty ruling 


LOS AN G ELES (U P I) — State Attorney General Evelle J. 
Younger is calling for the California Supreme Court to reconsider 
its recent opinion declaring the state’s special circumstance death 
penalty law unconstitutional. 
Younger said Monday in a petition for a rehearing of the opinion 
that the state court interpreted too loosely recent U.S. Supreme 
Court opinions which he said does not invalidate mandatory death 
penalty statutes in every case. 
He said the U.S. Supreme Court has left open the question of 
whether a mandatory death penalty was unconstitutional for such 
crimes as first-degree murder in the killing of a police officer.

SACRAMENTO (U P I) — The Hearst Castle at San Simeon, 
closed last week because of a telephone threat made against the 
fam ily of Patricia Hearst, reopens today to public tours. 
State Parks and Recreation Director Herbert Rhodes Monday 
said his agency decided to reopen the popular state-operated 
tourist attraction after “ consultation” with the San Luis Obispo 
County sheriff’s office and State Police. 
The castle was closed Friday as a safety measure due to the 
telephone threat which followed a nationwide television interview 
of Miss Hearst the previous day at the family home adjacent to the 
castle.

fire fatal to six 


LOS A N G ELES (U P I) - 
Five adults and a 3-year-old girl 
were killed and 20 persons were 
injured, many from leaping out 
of windows, in a fire that broke 
out at an aging, two-story 
apartment building, officials 
reported. 
The five adults were a ll 
pronounced dead at the scene. 
The girl, who was discovered by 
firemen inside the dwelling 
after they controlled the blaze, 
was pronounced dead at County 
USC Medical Center. 
“ The fire spread awfully 
fast.” a city fire spokesman 
said. “ It definitely was of suspi­ 
cion origin. But we don’t know 
bow or where it started.” 
Flames completely engulfed 
the top story of the 20-unit 
building in the MacArthur Park 
section, about a mile from the 
civic center, forcing adults and 
children to race to upper floor 
windows to escape the blaze.

Times they are a-changing 
Tattoos are no longer exclusively a man's ornament 
Daily record

Pat, a Lompoc resident, is 
happy enough with her new tat­ 
too to get a second one. 
Santa Barbara tattoo artist 
Rod Spaulding will oblige her 
again so long as she doesn’t 
want it placed in a spot in­ 
sulting to the business and 
himself—and, if she agrees to 
follow the rest of his rules. 
The day of a fat, seedy- 
looking man tattooing skulls 
and black panthers on burly 
arms has changed in this an­ 
cient art and Pat and Spaulding 
are perfect examples. 
Tattoos are no longer ex­ 
clusively an ornament of men. 
They never were, but today tat­ 
tooed women are not such a 
rare sight if you know where to 
look. 
Spaulding reports that there 
is an upswing among women 
wanting indelible pictures 
drawn on their bodies, com­ 
pared to five years ago. Women 
represent 20 to 25 per cent of his 
clientele; he has tattooed as 
many as 11 of them in one day 
at his studio. 
Tattooists in Los Angeles say 
30 to 35 per cent of their 
customers are women now. 
Why the female interest? Ac­ 
cording to Pat, “ In other 
cultures, tattoos were never a 
taboo. In our culture, they 


always have been; but things 
are changing and this is just 
another change.” 
Spaulding believes the reason 
has to do with better quality of 
work and material. 
Amie, also of Lompoc, had a 
bird tattooed on the inside of 
her leg two months ago because 
“I just wanted to.” 
“ My husband likes it; he 
wanted me to,” she said. 
Joan, a Lompoc resident who 
thinks she was ahead of her 
time when she was tattooed 
four years ago, explained, “I 
thought it was cute, a little 
flower. Some people get their 
ears pierced, you know.” 
The kinds of tattoos women 
want are sm all, feminine 
designs of birds and flowers. 
And they want them discreetly 
located — usually high on the 
hip, but also on the shoulder, 
ankle and backside. 
Pat, who is stationed at 
Vandenberg AFB, had a peach 
tattooed on her shoulder. 
‘‘I wanted it where it won’t 
show while in uniform, but 
where I could show it easily and 
wouldn’t be embarrassed,” she 
remarked. 
For women, tattoos are 
beautiful art forms, said Pat. 
For men. they continue to be 
macho symbols, Spaulding 
believes. 
Generally, however, he 


thinks that tattoos “are a way 
to identify—an ego thing. It’s no 
different than having a nice 
necklace or watch or car. Most 
people get it out of vanity.” 
One Los Angeles tattooist 
comments that the type of 
women who were tattooed 20 
years ago are of a “totally dif­ 
ferent type” than those receiv­ 
ing them today. 
“Now you get women from 
all spectrums erf life,” he said. 
“You get lesbians and what you 
could call motorcycle mamas, 
but you also get the stewardes­ 
ses and secretaries.” 
Spaulding, owner of the only 
tattoo studio between L.A. ami 
the San Francisco Bay area, 
welcomes the interest of 
women in tattoos, and not just 
because it m eans m ore 
business. Women may serve 
one day to make tattoos socially 
acceptable, he feels. 
Tattoos always have been as­ 
sociated with the unsavory side 
of life — crime, alcoholism, low 
life in general. Spaulding would 
like this image to change. This 
is why he refuses to tattoo a 
person anywhere he or she 
wants. 
“ If it’s an insult to the 
business or myself, I won’t do 
it,” he said. 
Also, he won’t tattoo someone 
who has been drinking That is 
why he closes his studio at 8 


R e g re ts, h ow ever, is 
something Pat feels she will 
never have about her tattoo. 
“It came out better than I 
thought. Everytime I show it to 
someone they say, ‘Hey, 
wow!”’ 


Joan, on the other hand, plans 
to have hers removed. 
“I’m tired of it,” she said, 
“The fun is over. It’s coming of- 
f.” 
The attitude that a tattoo is a 
toy is lamentable, Spaulding 


pointed out, because tattooing 
is an art and the human skin is 
the hardest media to work with. 
“People don’t appreciate a 
good ta tto o ,” observed 
Spaulding, a well-tattooed 
person himself. 
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$60.000 in CETA funds

MEMPHIS, Tenn. (UPI) — Alabama had something 
to prove in the Liberty Bowl, but not even Bear Bryant 
dreamed the Crimson Tide would do it so decisively. 
Unhappy over a subpar 8-3 season that prevented 
them from winning the Southeastern Conference 
championship, had them out of the top IO, and kept 
them out of one of the more prestigious bowls—all for 
the first time in six years—the Ti demen were deter­ 
mined to make amends in the Liberty Bowl. 
They did it in spades. Scoring the first four times 
thev had the ball and, at times, humiliating the 
nation s fourth-best college offense, the underdog 
Crimson Tide trounced 6th-ranked UCLA, 38-6 — the 
largest margin in Liberty Bowl history. 
“ Hell yes, I was surprised by the score,” said 
Bryant. “ I would have settled for one point. I thought 
we could beat them, but I didn’t know for sure. 
"We have done a great job of coming back from be­ 


ing a nothing team at the start of the year to what we 
were tonight,” he added. “ We beat a pretty good foot­ 
ball team." 
UCLA did not look like the 8-1-1 team it was. 


“I wanted to play tonight, but I think we felt it 
wasn’t a game that would make our season,” said 
UCLA quarterback Jeff Dankworth. “ I think maybe 
we felt it was kind of a consolation game for us. We 
didn’t have intensity or fire.” 
UCLA Coach Terry Donahue disagreed. “I think we 
took this game serious enough. To say otherwise would 
detract from an outstanding Alabama effort. I 
thought, very frankly, that we would play very well. 
Most of our problems were due to Alabama’s play .” 
The Crimson Tide scored 17 points in a 4:31 span late 
in the first period and, for all practical purposes, the 
game, played in subfreezing weather with a strong 


wind that lowered the wind chill factor to zero, was 
over.

Training 
for U.S. 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The United 
States Olympic Committee plans to sign 
a 12-year lease that would make Squaw 
Valley, site of the 1960 Winter Olympics, 
a permanent training facility for 
American athletes. 
Agreement for use of training 
facilities in the prime high Sierra 
Nevada ski country was reached by the 
committee and Mainline Properties of 
America, which purchased the land from 
the state in 1973, the state officials said 
Monday. The lease was to be signed late 
today. 
Taking effect on New Year’s Day, the 
lease will give the U.S. Olympic Com­ 
mittee what is believed to be its first per­ 
manent training center. Until now, U.S. 
athletes have trained at borrowed 
facilities, often college campuses. 
The New York City-based committee 
has announced plans to set up three such 
year-round training facilities — one in 
the East, a second in the Midwest, and 
the third at Squaw Valley.

The plans call for using the scenic 
mountain resort area as a training area 
for both winter and summer sports, pos­ 
sibly including trade and field, if suitable 
facilities can be built. 
Mainline Properties of America, 
which had an ambitious plan for develop­ 
ment of the area, ran into financial 
difficulties when its parent firm, an 
Australian construction company, went 
into receivership. 
The state Department of General Ser­ 
vices said the Olympic committee will 
lease a ski jump, dormitories with about 
370 rooms, a cafeteria and other 
facilities at a cost of 9150,000 annually. 
In addition, athletes will have access 
to Squaw Mountain, considered one of 
the finest ski areas in the United States. 
Mainline purchased its portion of 
Squaw Valley from the state, which 
spent $20 million over the years to 
develop the area for the 1960 Winter 
Olympics — the last time the winter 
games were held in this country. 


No cussing, spitting 
Sportsmanship stressed 
Iv

Maybe every player, coach and fan involved in the Santa 
Barbara and Santa Ynez Youth Football League (YFL), is 
not a good sport But it s not because the league isn’t trying 
to promote sportsmanship. 
“ It s what youth football is all about.” says Bob Brisby of 
Santa Barbara, YFL director. 
At the beginning of each season, the YFL sends out letters 
to all parents of league players, detailing the league’s stand 
on sportsmanship. 
The officials who work the games fill out a report card 
after each game, rating the players, coaches, fans and 
cheerleaders on a scale of one to five. This rating has nothing 
to do with football abUity, winning or losing. It is strictly a 
conduct rating, and includes behavior before, during and 
after the game. 
Based on the results of these report cards, teams and in­ 
dividuals stand to be either rewarded or reprimanded. In the 
season just completed, at least two teams were warned 
about unsportsmanlike conduct and one team was 
threatened with suspension. One coach was suspended and 
his team and its fans were carefully monitored by Brisby for 
the rest of the season. The unsportsmanlike behavior fell to a 
minimum, he says. 
Brisby noted that for some youngsters, the YFL may be 
their first exposure to organized discipline and sport­ 
smanship. 
"I don’t believe they are getting it in school,” he said. 
“ Perhaps they are also not getting it at home.” 
While suspensions and warnings are an unfortunate neces­ 
sity, there are also positive rewards. Each year the points on 
each team’s report cards are totaled up, and the team with 
the highest total wins the Sportsmanship Award. 


This year’s overall winner was the Suns from the Santa 
Ynez Valley. Other Division winners were the Chiefs and 
Vikings (tie) in the Bantam V, the Hawaiians in Junior IV, 
the Falcons in Junior HI and the Saints in Senior II. The win­ 
ning team members will each receive a “ Sportsmanship 
Award” patch to sew on their YFL jackets. 
Winning the award was one of the Suns’ team goals set ear­ 
ly in the season, according to team coach Alton Turk. The 
Suns also achieved other goals, as they went 6-3-2 and earned 
a berth in the Kiwanis Bowl. 
“ Basically we tried to teach the kids right and wrong,” 
Turk said. “ We emphasized the right way and taught the 
basics of football, believing that the winning would come. We 
didn’t allow throwing helmets on the ground or the use of 
abusive language. They responded to it, too. When it is 
drilled into them, it becomes second nature.” 
The coaches also stressed school work. “ If a boy’s grades 
fall down, we encourage him to quit the team and con­ 
centrate on what is important,” Turk said. 
“ I play all the boys, and try to be fair to all the boys,” he 
continued, noting that another team voted to not play all its 
members in order to have a better shot at making the 
Kiwanis Bowl (YFL rules state that each boy must be in 
each game for six plays). 
Brett Jones, captain and running back for the Suns, said 
that team members tried to make it a practice to help op­ 
ponents up after a tackle, and to say “ good tackle” when the 
Suns are downed. 
“ And at the end, we shake hands and don’t say anything 
bad Sometimes the other players spit on you and cuss,” 
Jones added. 
Winning isn t everything in the YFL It’s important, but so 
is the joy of participation, the excitement of competition and 
the concept of doing one's best. 
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“ SOMETIMES the other players spit on you and cuss,’’ says 
Brett Jones, risht, of the Santa Ynez Valley Suns. But the 
Suns, coached by Alton Turk, left, refrained from spitting 
alto general poor behavior and won the YFL sportsmanship 
award. 
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Rabin quits; Israel sinks 
into political uncertainty

JERUSALEM (UPI) — Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin resigned H 
from office, (dunging Israel Into a period of political uncertainty I 
that could delay a resumption of Middle East peace-making ef-l 
forts.

Rabin handed a one-line letter of resignation to President I 
Ephraim Katzir Monday night after two days of hectic political ac-l 
tivity sparked by his decision to fire three National Religious party 
ministers from his coalition government. 
Political analysts said Rabin’s bombshell announcement may 
have spelled a setback for Middle East peace-seeking efforts, 
which had been expected to resume early in 1977 after the in­ 
auguration of President Jimmy Carter. 
Rabin’s resignation was timed to avoid certain defeat for his 
Labor government cm a no-confidence vote to be introduced in the 
Knesaet (parliament) today by the major Likud opposition bloc. 
Political sources also said the move was designed to secure early 
elections, thereby weakening the chances of Defense Minister 
Shimon Peres and former Foreign Minister Abba Eban to seise the 
leadership from Rabin. 
Rabin's resignation meant there will be general elections around 
May 1177 instead of nest November as scheduled. He will head a 
caretaker government until the vote. 


Rabin Sunday unexpectedly expelled the three National 
Religious ministers from his coalition cabinet because two of them 
broke agreement and abstained in a no-confidence vote a week 
earlier. That vote was triggered by the allegation Rabin’s govern­ 
ment staged a welcoming ceremony for three American-built FIS 
warplanes, desecrating the Jewish Sabbath. 
Another factor in Rabin’s decision was the resignation of two 
Independent Liberal party ministers from his shaky cabinet Mon­ 
day night, a move that would have reduced its parliamentary sup­ 
port to S3 out of 190 deputies. 
Rabin took office from Prime Minister Golda Meir in July 1974 in 
the aftermath of the Yom Kippur war, Israel's costliest in lives 
and military equipment.

Rabin reacted sharply to suggestions that his move was designed 
to gain him a freer hand in future Middle East peace moves. 
“1 saw a trend toward division in the heart of the people as one of 
the main problems to be faced and all of my moves were related to 
this basic issue,” he said.

■ NANTUCKET, Mass. (UPI) 
— A battered Liberian oil 
tanker aground in treacherous 
shoel waters off this resort 
island broke in two in a winter 
storm today, dumping thou­ 
sands of additional gallons of its 
slimy cargo into Atlantic 
fishing grounds. 
The Argo Merchant, loaded 
with 7.9 million gallons of heavy 
oil, ran aground Wednesday on 
Nantucket Shoals about 27 
miles southeast of Nantucket 
About 1.2 million gallons of the 
heavy fuel oil ooaed out during 
the week, spreading south for 
about 99 miles. 
The Coast Guard said the bow 
of the Argo Merchant broke off 
about 9 a.m. and swung around 
to the right, apparently remain­ 
ing buoyant. 
A spokesman said the ship did 
not "appear to be leaking 
profusely at this time,” al­ 
though more of the oil gushed 
from the hull when the tanker 
split. 
A fierce winter storm with 90- 
knot winds and 90-foot seas was 
heading toward Nantucket 
Shoals where the tanker has 
been grounded for six days. 
Dead birds, apparently vic­ 
tims of oil spilled from a 
grounded tanker, have washed 


ashore at Nantucket Island and 
Martha’s Vineyard. An oil slick 
ozsed steadily from the 
tanker’s ruptured hull adn 
spread 65 miles. 
Oil had been leaking from the 
640-foot vessel at the rate of 900 
gallons an hour, according to a 
U.S. Coast Guard spokesman. 
The skipper of the ship, 
George Papadopouloss and se­ 
veral members of his 38 
member crew, were on their 
way to Boston at the time the 
ship split to appear at U.S. 
District Court to explain why 
the tanker wandered 10 miles 
off her chartered course. 
The Coast Guard had been 
hoping to transfer the approxi­ 
mately six million gallons of 
No. 6, heavy industrial oil left in 
the tanker to barges but bad 
weather prevented the transfer. 
The 29-year-old Argo Mer­ 
chant has been Involved in at 
least 18 other previous high 
seas mishaps since 1964. 
The Liberian tanker was 
grounded for about 60 hours off 
the coast of Calabria, IUly in 
1971 and for about 36 hours off 
Borneo in September of 1969. 
Richard Cronin, deputy direc­ 
tor of the Massachusetts 
Department of Fisheries and 


Wildlife, said ’’hundreds” of 
birds have been found with oil 
on them and ”a big percentage 
of them are coming in already 
dead.” 
"Some are still showing 
movement, but there’s not 
much hope of rescue,” Cronin 
said. 
"As far as I’m concerned it is 
a potential catastrophe of 
major dimensions,” said U.S. 
Environmental 
Protection 
Agency Director Russell Train 
after observing the stranded 
tanker and the oil slick from a 
helicopter Monday. ‘‘It poses 
risk, a very substantial risk, to 
valuable fisheries and vacation 
land on Cape Cod and Nan­ 
tucket.” 
Adm. Owen Siler, com­ 
mander of the Coast Guard’s 
Boston district who accom­ 
panied Train, said the situation 
"makes you sick to your 
stomach. It’s like looking at 
someone drowning and you 
can’t do anything about it.” 
A group of Cape Cod 
fishermen filed a class action 
suit Monday in U.S. District 
Court in Boston, seeking 960 
million from the ship’s owner, 
Thebas Shipping Inc. of Libe­ 
ria, for damage caused to 
fishing areas by the oil.

SALT LAKE CITY (UPI) 
Gary Gilmore is serving a dis­ 
ciplinary sentence in solitary 
confinement longer than his 
current life expectancy — the 
results of a weekend melee with 
several guards. 
Prison Lt. Thomas Bona said 
Monday night that Gilmore had 
tried to smash several light fix­ 
tures Saturday night in his cell 
at the prison infirmary, where 
the convicted murderer has 
been kept while recovering 
from his second suicide at­ 
tempt. 
Bona said when guards 
rushed in to quiet the convict, 
"he swung and kicked at them, 
hitting one of the officers two or 
th ree tim es. But they 
restrained him and simply 
removed anything from the cell 
he could use as a weapon. 
"I think the tussle was one of 
the reasons they moved him 
back over" to Death Row, Bona 
said. 
"He had been sentenced to 45 
days in isolation, apparently, 
and he’s been returned to max­ 
imum security to serve it out, 
which is a little interesting in 
light of the fact that he’s sup­ 
posed to be executed in less 
than 30 days," said Gilmore’s 
attorney. Ron Stanger. 
"But I guess that’s prison 
rules.” 


VAIL, Colo. (UPI) - Presi­ 
dent Ford danced and the 
burghers of Vail made merry 
despite — or perhaps to cover 
up — their fears of a nonwhite 
Christmas. 
Ford and his wife, Betty, 
made their way through streets 
covered with ice but not snow to 
the tavern of their friends, Pepi 
and Sheika Gramshammers, 
for a Monday night tea dance 
shortly after four Indians per­ 
formed a tribal snow dance. 
This valley of innkeepers 
reaps its richest annual income 
between Dec. 15 and Jan. 10, 
when skiers come for the snow 
on the slopes over the holidays. 
This year snow is scarce, so 
much so that Sen. Floyd 
Hasekll, D-Colo., asked Ford to 
declare a state disaster. 
Colorado’s governor and ski 
industry were none too pleased 
with Haskell’s public display 
over the white blight. They 
prefer smiling faces and dis­ 
plays of optimism in the 
Rockies. 
Thus, Ford’s dancing tickled 
all the resort business folk. 
The President, chiefly inter­ 
ested in skiing in his ninth con­ 
secutive family Christmas 
vacation in Vail, was using the 
slopes. But he had to make do 
with gentle hillsides, usually 
reserved for beginners. The up­ 
per, steeper slopes for advance 
skiers were shut. One cannot 
slalom among bare rocks. 
Some 500 persons trooped up 
a hill to watch the Indians from 
the Red Ute tribe’s Cloud Clan 
beseech whatever gods may be 
to please shower down the 
white. 
Later, the Indians performed 


in this village itself. Skiers and 
innkeepers applauded predic­ 
tions that the Cloud Clan would 
bring profitable snow as they 
did 14 years ago when Vail last 
suffered a snow drought. 
But a few signs of despera­ 
tion popped up. In the chalet- 
style Ski Stop, someone hung 
out a sign reading "President 
Ford, pray for snow.” A young 
businessman said the lade of 
business this year convinced 
him to put his stop up for sale 
and take his family to farm in 
Costa Rica.

Carter termed Daley "a great 
and good friend to me and a 
great Democratic leader.” 
Others also joined in tribute. 
"He will be remembered,” 


said New York Mayor Abraham 
Beame, "as the man who 
changed the face of America’s 
second largest city. His voice 
and support for sensitive urban 
policies will be missed not only 
by Chicago but by every city in 
this land.” 
Sen. Hubert Humphrey, D- 
Minn., called Daley a powerful 
leader who "has left his mark 
on the pages of American 
history.” 
Mrs. Rose Kennedy, mother 
of the late President John Ken­ 
nedy, said Daley ’s death was "a 
very sad and very personal loss 
for the Kennedy family,” with 
whom he was a close friend for 
years. She said he was "one of 
the earliest and strongest sup­ 
porters of President Kennedy.” 
Her son, Sen. Edward Ken­ 
nedy, D-Mass., eulogised Daley 
"as one of America’s greatest 
mayors, a leader who under­ 
stood the needs and aspirations 
of his city, who made Chicago 
liveable, who kept his city as a 
beacon of wise and responsible 
leadership for every other 
major city in this nation.”

BANGKOK, Thailand (UPI) 
— Government forces using 
helicopter gun ships and artil­ 
lery today attempted to blunt a 
Communist offensive in south­ 
ern Thailand that has alarmed 
military leaders in Bangkok. 
Crown Prince Vajiralongkom 
called off a scheduled visit to 
Surant Thani province, 330 
miles south of Bangkok, be­ 
cause of the deteriorating 
security situation. 
Fourth Army gunships and 
artillery were called in to drive 
off insurgents encircling a 
military training base, which 
came under attack Monday. 
It was the latest in a string of 
incidents which have turned 
Surat Thani into the hottest 
guerrilla area in the country 
and sparked fears of an un­ 
precedented dry season of­ 
fensive early in the new year. 
Intelligence sources estimate 
there are at least 1,000 Com­ 
munist party of Thailand in­ 
surgents operating out of a 
jungled mountain range strad­ 
dling Surat Thani and neighbor­ 
ing provinces. 
The government claims they 
have been joined by at least 200 


left-wing students who took to 
the jungle after the Oct. 6 coup 
that brought the military- 
backed government to power. 
In a daylight ambush last 
Saturday, insurgents killed 
eight policemen and an army 
lieutenant by detonating a 
home-made land mine under 
the policemen’s U.S.built truck. 
The ambush was the worst 
since Nov. 15 when guerrillas 
firing American-made M16 ri­ 
fles and M79 grenade launchers 
killed 17 village volunteers and 
government officials. 
The flareup has forced 
markets to close early and sent 
stopowners fleeing in Wiang 
Sa, a district of 40,000 people 
who farm rice, maize, water­ 
melon, sweet potatoes and cas­ 
sava in the shadow of rugged 
hills.

let her see the White House and 
her school she might get ex­ 
cited.” 
She said the trip clearly had 
an effect on Amy, adding, "She 
told me this morning, *1 think 
we’re going to have fun in 
Washington.’ It will be hard for 
her at first, but it will be home 
for her soon.” 
Mrs. Carter said Amy now 
feels as sad as she frit when she 
was forced to leave "all her lit­ 
tle friends” in the second grade 
in Atlanta at the end of her 
father’s term as governor of 
Georgia. 
"It’s hard for a child that age 
to leave her friends,” Mrs. 
Carter added. 
At Stevens school, Amy 
played with a small computer 
terminal known as "The 
Turtle." met her teachers and 


then visited with the children in 
her fourth grade class. Her 
future classmates sent Amy 
home with n packet of letters 
they had written to her. 
Mrs. Carter read one that 
said simply, "Welcome Amy.” 
But Amy, who sometimes 
clowns for the cameras, was 
shy when she emerged from the 
big brick sctoottouse.

“People don’t build new friendships at our age.” 
Is that a myth? Or is it reality? A little exploration of the question may be 
useful. 
Too many of us seniors have accepted the phrase as gospel. Some of us, in 
fact, have used it as an excuse to lean on our adult children fen* emotional 
sustenance. The line is, “You’re all we’ve got ” 
But what we have for our children and grandchildren isn’t friendship. It’s 
love. Nor can they truly appreciate our need to participate in their successes; 
our desire to help in their difficulties. 
Friendship, on the other hand, is importantly different from blood ties. We 
choose our friends. We make friends. Friendship is always in motion. The 
family is always there. Circumstances that relate to time, place, interests and 
extraneous matters may enrich friendships or impoverish them. 
Invariably as we grow older, therefore, the kind and number of our 
friendships change. Any of us, when old, may face a period when new friends 
must be found For some of us, the finding of new friends may be the only possi­ 
ble mercy in a desperate flight from loneliness. When that need arises, it 
becomes important to disprove the myth that “people can’t built new 
friendships in old age.” We must prove the opposite. 
We older people can make new friends and develop satisfying new associa­ 
tions. The operative words here are “make” and “develop.” Friendships do 
not fall into our laps. Friendships do not just happen. Acquaintances we may 
find easily. People to meet with and talk with may be all around us. Certainly, 
we can pass time together. The question is, “What do we share, what can we 
give one to another?” 
The act of sharing is colored with hope. It is the essence of friendship. It Is 
one of the ultimate expressions of dignity. There are no people in anybody’s 
world who are completely self-sufficient. To bring to others part of what they 
lack is the first rule in the establishments of friendships. 
We can readily examine the sharing concept as it relates to older people. We 
are at our senior club bragging about out grandchildren. Our listeners wait Im­ 
patiently for us to show our pictures and finish the lecture. Then It’s their turn. 
No new thought, not one new act or feeling has been engendered as a result of 
that exchange Nothing has really been shared. 
Try another instance. Memory is one of the kindest of our blessings. We 
meet with a few people and reminisce about the “good old days.” The ex­ 
periences of each of those present are strangely similar. Their “good old days” 
were like ours in most respects. Then, perhaps, we settle into talk about 
periods when things were rough Everyone else had tough going, too. 
True, we've momentarily escaped the present by dwelling on the past. But 
the present is where we’re at. Swapping history is not sharing. Unless we can 
give someone a thought, a hope, a suggestion for living more happily today and 
tomorrow, the whole exercise is merely a passing of time together. Oh yes, It’s 
pleasant enough. But it is not the stuff from which personal friendships grow. 
We can leave that company and repeat the procedure In other company or In 
different places. We won't make friends there, either. 
One more example. Those who happily schedule bridge or canasta one day, 
golf the next day, some word games or other indoor competitive gaiety during 
the evenings are only sharing time. Everyone with whom we play competitive 
games faces us as an adversary and lasting friendships do not develop from 
such repeated competition 
Society forces us, the aged, to spend our time in each other's company. We 
can either huddle together. Or we can work together and share ourselves. Mak­ 
ing new friends among our contemporaries requires a positive approach. The 
act of kindness to another leads to a response in kind. If it does not, there 
is always another contemporary who will welcome a warm sense of support.

has an advantageous or detrimental effect on property values. 
It is a legal right exercised by Federal, State or Municipalities 
to acquire certain properties—piece or parcel—for public use. 
Most courts have set standards of compensation based on the 
fair market value before and after the action. Should a part of a 
parcel of land be taken thus DECREASING the value, the 
owner is entitled to ‘‘just compensation” as worked out in an 
agreement or established by a court. This is known as 
“severance damage.” 
If an action actually improves total market value of the remain­ 
ing acreage or property, resulting in increased total value, the 
owner would be considered to have a “special benefit” and not 
entitled to compensation. 
In any case, no allowance is made for moving expense, lost 
profits or other intangibles relating to the condemnation. 
Another effect of Eminent Domain is “ inverse condemnation.’’ 
For example: If the water department puts up a maintenance 
station next door to your property but pays nothing for the 
decreased value that the h ip block wall now near your property 
line has caused, you may inDitute for “inverse condemnation” 
and hope the court agrees with your claim.

College School introduces

With the emphasis on skill 
building rather than competi­ 
tion. an innovative movement 
education program has begun 
for the kindergarteners through 
third graders at the College 
School in Santa Ynez. 
Responsible for initiating the 
program is Santa Barbara 
County 
S ch ools 
p h y sica l 
educator coordinator Mark 
Wilson who also conducts 


similar classes at a pair of 
other north county schools — 
Alice Shaw Elementary and 
May Grisham Elementary in 
Orcutt. 
The College School was able 
to launch the movement educa­ 
tion program under the direc­ 
tion of Wilson with the aid of a 
gift of 1700 from the Parent- 
Teachers Club which provided 
for the 
purchase of a lind 


climber — a balance beam type 
of equipment which is also 
known as a Stegel and which 
had its origin in German gym­ 
nastics — and other needed sup­ 
plies. 
According to Wilson, the 
program teaches a number of 
skills, including balance, eye- 
foot and eye-hand coordination, 
m usic and dance, sensory 
motor coordination, strength 


and endurance, and total body 
coordination and movement ex­ 
ploration. 


T h e p r o g r a m , 
W ils o n 
declared, is based on Lonnie 
Urbina’s 
book, 
“ Movement 
E d u c a t i o n , ” 
w hich w as 
developed as part of a three- 
year project at Pasadena s Jef­ 
ferson Primary School. 


Wilson conducts his program 
at the College School and at the 
other two schools on a once a 
week basis.

New bike 
laws to go 
into effect 


Bicycle laws were changed 
significantly by legislation 
which b e c o m e s e f f e c tiv e 
January 1, 1977, Lieutenant R. 
A. Dzamba, Commander of the 
California Highway Patrol’s 
Buellton Area, said this week. 
Among the new provisions: 
Bicyclists must ride on a 
regular, permanent seat, and if 
they carry someone, the pas­ 
senger must have a separate 
seat. If the passenger weighs 
less than 40 pounds, the seat 
must incorporate restraints and 
protect the occupant from mov­ 
ing bicycle parts. 
A right turn may be signalled 
by extending the right hand and 
arm horizontally in the direc­ 
tion of the turn. (It is sUll per­ 
missible to signal a right turn 
with the left hand and arm ex­ 
tended vertically). 
Bicycles may not be parked 
or left on a sidewalk in a man­ 
ner that blocks pedestrian traf­ 
fic. 
When identified bike lanes 
are available, bicyclists must 
use them whenever moving at a 
speed less than that of the nor­ 
mal traffic flow. 
The proper positioning of a 
bicycle on the roadway was 
modified to provide that a 
bicyclist moving slower than 
the normal speed of traffic 
must operate as near the right- 
hand edge as possible, except 
when passing another vehicle, 
preparing for a left turn, and as 
necessary to avoid stationary 
objects. 
Related changes pertaining to 
motorists and pedestrians in­ 
clude: 
Motor veh icles may not 
operate within a bicycle lane 
except when preparing for a 
turn, entering or leaving a 
highway, or to park. When cros­ 
sing a bicycle lane while turn­ 
ing, a driver must enter the 
bike lane before making the 
turn.

Sec. 19-1. Title. 


This chapter shall be known as the Parks and Recreation Ordinance of 
the City of Lompoc. 


Sec 19-2. Definitions. 


(a) In general, unless the particular provision of the context otherwise 
requires, the definitions and provisions contained in this section shall 
govern the construction, meaning, and application of words and phrases 
used in this Chapter, and, except to the extent that a particular word or 
phrase is otherwise specifically defined in this section, the definitions and 
provisions contained in Section 1-2 of Chapter I of this Code shall also 
govern the construction, meaning, and application of words and phrases 
used in this Chapter. The definition of each word or phrase shall constitute, 
to the extern applicable, the definition of each word or phrase which is 
derivative from it. or from which it is a derivative, as the case may ba. 


(b) Director means the Director of Parks and Recreation of the City of 
Lompoc. 


(c) Park means a place, park, structure, ares or other facility under the 
jurisdiction of the city used for community recreation, whether or not 
used for other purposes including playgrounds, playing fields or courts, 
swimming pools, gymnasiums, auditoriums, rooms for arts and crafts and 
meeting places. 


Sec. 19-3. Parks and Recreation Director. 


(a) Appointment. The City Administrator may appoint a Parka and 
Recreation Director. 


(b) Powers and Duties. 


1. The Director shall have charge of all recreation programs and 
recreation equipment, buildings, parks and playgrounds and the 
maintenance thereof. 


2. The Director shall have all power* given to him by the term* of this 
chapter and as from time to time may be prescribed by the Parks and 
Recreation Commission or City Council. 


The Director may adopt rules and regulation* for the carrying out of 
his powers. The Director shall enforce those rules and regulation* and 
those adopted by the Parks and Recreation Commisaion. 


S. The Director has emergency powers to regulate the activity of 
persons or property within the park, and the right to refuse permission for 
anyone to enter, use or remain on or in any park and may exclude or 
remove any person therefrom. Emergency means any social or physical 
situation in which either persons or property are endangered. 


Sec. IM . Parks and Recreation Commisaion 


(a) There is hereby created a Parks and Recreation Commission of five 
members to be appointed by the Council for periods of three years, each 
term to commence on the first day of September of the year of the Commis­ 
sioner’s appointment. Commissioners shall be city residents and shall 
serve until their successors have been appointed and qualified Hie office 
of a Commissioner shall become vacant whenever be has been absent from 
two consecutive regular meetings without permission of the Commission. 


(b) At the first regular meeting in September of each year, the Commis­ 
sion shall elect one of its members as chairman and one as vice-chairman, 
who shall boid office amil the first regular meeting in the next September 
The chairman shall be the presiding officer. In his absence the vice- 
chairman shall be the presiding officer with the same power* and duties 


(c) The Commisaion has the power to establish rules and regulation! for 
the conduct of its business and to establish the time and place of tis 
meetings 


(d) The Commission has the following powers and duties: 


1. The power and authority to lurid public bearinp and meetings and to 
conduct investigations and surveys for the purpose of obtaining facts and 
data concerning programs of community recreation. 


2. Upon approval of the City Council of the recommendations of the 
Commission relative to a program of community recreation, the power to 
establish and enforce rules of conduct governing such program and the 
organization, management and control thereof. 


3 Such powers as are expressly granted by this Chapter or as are 
granted by motion of the City Council The City Council may by motion 
regularly pasted, grant to the Commission such additional powers and 
duties as seem expedient and necessary to carry out the purpose of this 
Chapter. 


4. The Commission shall be advisory to the City Council on the subject 
of the city parks and community recreation, concerning the organization, 
management, promotion and conduct of programs for community recrea­ 
tion and for the development and maintenance of parks. 


Sec. 19-5. Park Regulations. 


(a) Commission Regulations. The Commission may adopt rules and 
regulations governing the conduct of recreation programs, protaction of 
property, and activities of persons in all parka. This Includes the rigid to 
exclude persons from any park or portion thereof; to regulate traffic, both 
pedestrian, equestrian and vehicular, regulate the operation and usa of 
bicycles; the keeping or use of animals; the conducting of assam Mias, con­ 
tests, games and sports; regulation of activities such as merchandising, 
advertising, gambling, solicitation, and imbibing of alcohol lh * Commis­ 
sion may eau bilsh rates, charges and deposits for the us* of any perk or 
portion thereof, or personal property, and establish rules neceasary end Ma­ 
dden tai to the use of the park or property and payment or collection of the 
rate or charge therefor The listing of any specified power in this 
paragraph is not a limitation on the right of the Commission to regulate a 
park or persons or property therein. 


(bl Director’s Duties. The Director shall carry out th* rule* and regula­ 
tions of the Commission and do any act incidental or necessary thereto. 


(c) Enforcement. The power* of the Coramieeioo and the rules and 
regulations adopted thereby to regulate persons and property within any 
park are necessary for the protection of the health, safety and welfare of 
persons and property within each park Md no parson shall fail to obey any 
such regulation upon having notice thereof.

It is just such an engine that 
Marshall Owen, president of 
Owen Power Industries, Inc., 
says he has developed. He 
declares it “will eliminate 
reliance on foreign oil since it 
uses an American fuel source 
estimated to last more than 400 
years.” 
Owen said his high-efficiency 
external combustion engine is 


fueled by a powdered coal 
which is refined and cleaned. 
He said the coal is mixed with 
primary air and is ignited to 
maintain a constant flame. 
Secondary air assures the 
minimum formation of nitrous 
oxides. The flame heats a small 
amount of working fluid creat­ 
ing a pressurized vapor. 
“At least three times as ef­ 
ficient as gasoline engines, the 
engine is virtually nonpolluting 
and almost silent,” he said. 
“There is no transmission, 
therefore no gears to shift, and 
no shift points in the entire 
speed range. 
‘Forward’ and 
‘reverse’ buttons on the dash­ 


board will replace handles, 
shift knobs and quadrants.” 
The motor unit is attached 
directly to the drive shaft in 
after-m arket 
installations, 
Owen explained. Hie rotational 
speed of the unit at 60 miles per 
hour is only 875 RPM. 
“The low RPM promises ex­ 
trem e long life ,” he said. 
“There is no oil to change.” 
Owen said the weight of the 


entire engine unit for a 3,000- 
pound car will be about 410 
pounds. 
He said the engine attains 
about 10 miles per pound of coal 
which results in the equivalent 
in fuel economy of over 60 miles 
per gallon of gasoline. 
The cost of the fuel without 
taxes should be about five cents 
per pound, he said, giving a trip 
of about 1,000 miles for only f5.

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Impasse on fishing policy 
deals blow to Europe unity 


Heavy snow precedes official winter arrival

BRUSSELS, Belgium (UPI) - Ministers of 
the Common Market hit an impasse early today 
on negotiations for a joint fishing policy 
scheduled to begin Jan. I, dealing a major set­ 
back to European unity. 
“There is no possibility of agreement” at the 
moment, Irish Foreign Minister Garret 
FitzGerald said. “We have decided to stop to 
clock and give ourselves time.” 
The dispute over fishing rights is seen as 
potentially the most divisive issue facing the 
nine-nation European community. 
The impasse followed an announcement that 
the Common Market also failed in its attempt to 
achieve a fishing agreement with Iceland, which 
means British and most other community 
trawlermen will be locked out of Icelandic 
waters after Jan. I. Iceland is not a member of 
the Common Market. 
In compensation, Britain and Ireland had 
asked the Common Market to increase their 
catch quotas and establish exclusive fishing 
zones of up to 50 miles around the British isles 
that would fall within the community’s 200-mile 
fishing zone. That new community rule was 
scheduled to take effect on New Year’s Day. 


But other members of the nine-nation com­ 
munity opposed attempts by the British and 
Irish to obtain exclusive privileges in com­ 
munity waters. 
FitxGerald said about the only thing agreed on 
during the long and at times acrimonious 
meeting was that catches in January 1977 should 
not exceed catches taken last January in the 
community lone and that existing conservation 
measures will remain unchanged for the time 
being. 
. , 
, . 
Last week, the foreign ministers delayed by 
three months final decisions ai negotiations 
with outside countries, such as the Soviet Union, 
that fish in community waters. If these 
countries have not signed agreements with the 
Common Market by March I, they will be kept 
out by force. 
... 
The indecision oily delayed a showdown with 
the Soviets and other East Europeans, whose 
factory-ship incursions into Western European 
waters have been one of the principal causes of a 
decline in fish stocks. 
The Soviet Union recently declared a 200-mile 
fishing tone, however, which some sources in 
Brussels saw as a signal of its willingness to 
negotiate.

Supreme Court on dead center 
on sex discrimination issue 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Supreme Court is on dead 
center to far as sex discrimina­ 
tion is concerned, in the opinion 
of one civil righto lawyer. 
Monday’s 7 to 2 ruling that 
Oklahoma can’t disfavor young 
men when setting age limits fa 
buying bea was anotha in a 
series of opinions where the 
justices refused to apply to sex 
the strict standards used by 
courts for determining 
discrimination by race. 
Oklahoma had allowed girls 
to buy 3.2 per cent beer at age 18 
while malting boys wait until 21. 
Although the court struck 
down the statute as a denial of 
“equal protection of the laws,” 
there was little if any advance 
from earlier positions, said 
Kathleen W. Peratis of the 


American Civil Liberties 
Union. 
Groups fighting f a women’s 
righto have opposed laws dis­ 
criminating against either sex. 
The majority opinion by 
Justice William J. Brennan Jr. 
said classifications by sex 
“must serve important govern­ 
mental objective! and must be 
substantially related to 
achievement of those objec­ 
tives.” 
Ms. Peratis noted that since 
prior opiniois used the word 
“ legitimate” instead of 
"important” to describe per­ 
missible governmental objec­ 
tives, the discrimination test 
may have been tightened, but 
only slightly. 
On the other hand, state laws 
classifying people by race 


receive “strict scrutiny” from 
the courts and can be justified 
only by the most compelling 
state interest. 
The Brennan opinion did not 
please Chief Justice Warren E. 
Burger, who said if Oklahoma’s 
purpose was n a irrational he 
saw no basis for finding the law 
unconstitutional “simply be­ 
cause we find it unwise, un­ 
needed, or possibly even a bit 
foolish.” 
Ms. Peratis said if the chief 
justice could suggest upholding 
a sex classificatioi that is 
foolish, “I have grave reserva­ 
tions about how seriously he is 
taking sex classification.” 
The other dissenter was 
Justice William H. Rehnquist, 
who said Brennan pulled his 
test phrase “out of thin air.” 
Worldwide food production up 
by nearly 2 per cent in 1976 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
With bumper harvests reported 
in many areas of the globe, 
worldwide food production in­ 
creased almost 2 per cent this 
year, the Agriculture Depart­ 
ment says. 
The 1.8 per cent increase 
resulting from a record world 
grain crop brought per capita 
food supplies back to the 1973 
level following a decline in 1974 
and a partial recovery last 
year, a department report in­ 
dicated. 
Analysts said per capita sup­ 
plies this year rose 3.5 per cent 
in developed countries in­ 
cluding the United States, the 
Soviet Union, Japan and 
Europe. 
In developing countries 


where most of the world’s poor 
and underfed consumers live, 
the report said per capita 
production rose only 0.9 per 
cent But although this was far 
below the 3.9 per cent gain 
posted in developing countries 
last year, it was far above the 
0.4 per cent average yearly gain 
for those countries from 1960 
through 1975, experts pointed 
out. 
The Agriculture report said 
world agricultural production 
in 1976 rose 3 per cent, not 
counting China, where experts 
believe output “will probably 
do well to maintain last year’s 
level." 
Food production probably 
rose as much this year in 
developing nations as in the 


richer countries in terms of 
total tons, experts said. The per 
capita gain was smaller in the 
poorer nations because of their 
faster population growth rate — 
2.5 per cent compared with I 
per cent in developed regions. 
Analysts said that although 
the bumper 1978 harvest will 
push grain supplies to record 
levels, world grain consump­ 
tion will fall below recent 
trends because of a slowdown in 
use of grain for livestock feed. 
As a result, officials said, 
global grain resaves which 
were equal to about IO per cent 
of annual consumption needs 
last summer may be up by as 
much as a third — to about 13 
per cent of annual needs — by 
next summer. 


Do those electronic video games 
damage tv sets? They're checking 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
government is trying to deter­ 
mine if those electronic video 
games so popular as gifts this 
Christmas can damage televi­ 
sion picture tubes. 
Officials said Monday the 
Federal Trade Commission 
staff is exploring the possibility 
of a full-scale investigation, but 
a spokesman warned against 
jumping to any conclusion 
about the games being harmful. 
“We are conducting a staff in­ 
vestigation to determine if 
there is some adverse imnact 
by these games on tv 
receivers,” one official said. 
“But at this point there’s no 
determination. You can’t imply 
there's a problem just because 
there s an investigation. We’re 


trying to be balanced.” 
Electronic ping-poig, tennis 
and similar games are a hot- 
selling Christmas item due to 
recent mass production and 
technological 
improvements, 
which have brought the price af 
many of them down to under 
8100 
An independent newsletta, 
“FTC Watch,” said the agency 
will approve and announce a 
full investigation later this 
week 
It quoted commission 
sources as stressing that thae 
is n a sufficient evidence to 
show the games can in fact 
damage a picture tube, but the 
staff wants to make sure. 
If approved, it would be the 
second FTC check on a big- 


selling Christmas item. Last 
month the agency said it was 
monitoring advertising and 
promotion for citizens band 
radios to make sure consumers 
were being told radios with an 
expanded selection of channels 
would be on the market after 
Jan. I. 
FTC Watch said more than 
3.5 million of the video games 
have been sold, to the tune of 
$242 million a year. 
The newsletter said one dis- 
count catalog retail store has 
been using a hand-lettered sign 
on one of the game products, 
warning shoppers that a perma­ 
nent imprint might be left on 
the tv screen after prolonged 
use.

Carter's choices 


Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson 
Fed's pipeline 


WASHINGTON - The top federal of­ 
ficial on the Alaska pipeline has ac­ 
cepted chartered plane rides, free 
fishing vacations and other favors from a 
construction firm that has an estimated 
$1 billion contract to build one-fifth of the 
giant pipeline. 
He is Maj. Gen. Andrew Rollins, a 
crusty, 
combative 
former 
Army 
engineer, who was 
hired by the Interim* 
Dept, in 1973 to en­ 
force federal stan­ 
dards on the 900-mile 
pipeline. 
Prom the start, the 
pipeline was plagued 
with problems. We 
were the first to 
report, for example, 
that some of the weld­ 
ing north of the Yukon 
had been faulty. Now 
charges have been 
raised in Alaska that 
X-rays of the welds 
were falsified. 
Earlier this year, the Interior Dept.’s 
own investigators concluded that 
Rollins, for all his waspishness, wasn’t 
tough enough on the pipeline contractors. 
Now we have caught him accepting 
favors from Morrison-Knudsen, the giant 
construction combine, which is building 
135 miles of the pipeline. 
This is one of the most treacherous 
segments of the pipeline. It winds over 
rugged coastal mountains and through a 
devilishly narrow canyon. 
Rollins is supposed to make sure that 
Morrison-Knudsen complies with the 
strict Interior Dept, standards. Yet he

has developed a cozy relationship with 
Morrison-Knudsen executives. 
In the summers of both 1974 and 1975, 
he went on salmon fishing trips as a 
guest of Morrison-Knudsen’s subsidiary, 
M.K. Rivers. The company chartered a 
plane and rented a lodge for its guests. 
Rollins did not reimburse the company 
for his expenses. 
When the weather turned cold a year 
ago, Rollins and his wife flew to Hawaii 
for a vacation in the sun. They stayed in 
a house rented by Jean Beard, who hap­ 
pens to be Morrison-Knudsen’s vice 
president in charge of pipeline opera­ 
tions. 
Rollins paid for his own plane tickets 
to Hawaii, but Beard provided the 
Hawaiian house free of charge. It was a 
classic case of the watchdog consorting 
with the fox. 
Rollins 
first 
denied, 
then 
acknowledged, that he had accepted 
favors from Morrison-Knudsen. The 
fishing trips, he said, were nothing more 
than old friends getting together. He had 
accepted Beard’s invitation to stay in his 
Hawaiian retreat, Rollins explained, 
because they were good buddies. 
Morrison-Knudsen had nothing to say. 
Beard was traveling and couldn’t be 
readied for his comment. 
Footnote: This isn’t the first time that 
Morrison-Knudsen has been involved in a 
multi-million dollar controversy. It was 
part of the construction conglomerate 
that surfed out in 1992 with a cost-plus- 
fixed-fee contract to build airfields in 
South Vietnam. This burgeoned into a 
construction program that cost the tax­ 
payers billions. 
MounUins of lumber, steel, cement 
and machinery piled up faster than the

AROUND THE WORLD: The Joint 
Chiefs of Staff will recommend to incom­ 
ing President Jimmy Carter that the 
United States hang on to its nuclear 
bases in Okinawa. The recommendation 
is based upon a strategic study of the Far 
East. 
— An internal Air Force memo warns 
that a new strain of gonorrhea, “totally 
resistant to treatment of penicillin,’’ had 
appeared “in several areas of the world, 
including Korea.” In the memo, Maj. 
Gen. Don D. Pittman of the 314th Air 
Division advises that the only treatment 
is a special antibiotic, medical follow- 
ups and “abstinence from sexual con­ 
tact.” If the disease spreads, he 
suggests, commanders should consider 
“discharging an individual for unclean 
habits.” 
— We recently reported that cracks 
have appeared in the gigantic Bayana 
hydroelectric dam, which Panama is 
building. Now we’ve learned that the 
cost of the project has soared far past 
the 956.5 million estimate. Before the 
dam is completed, the cost is expected 
to exceed 990 million. It was started with 
a 942 million loan from the World Bank. 
— U.S. relations with Mexico have 
deteriorated more than either country 
has been willing to admit. The situation 
has been so tense that U S military peo­ 
ple have been warned not to visit Mex­ 
ico on leave. But the inauguration of 
President Jose Lopez Portillo, according 
to diplomatic dispatches, should improve 
relations. He is described in the dis­ 
patches as a pragmatic man who is ex­ 
pected to resist the popular Latin- 
American sport of baiting the United 
States. 
— Two years ago, Gen. Al Haig left the 
White House in the wake of Watergate to 
take over the command of NATO. He has 
quietly earned the respect of the Euro­ 
pean allies. Unlike some of his predeces­ 
sors, he has not been a cocktail party 
commander. He has spent considerable 
time in the field visiting the troops and 
monitoring military exercises. 


WASHINGTON - It was a honeymoon 
that could hardly have lasted beyond the 
first test of reality. Ralph Nader has 
publicly unveiled his unhappiness over 
the choices President-elect Carter is 
making for high office in a new ad­ 
ministration. 
They were establishment figures, old- 
liners, veterans who 
had been around the 
track too often. This 
was a blow from the 
man whom Nader had 
annotated as most sen­ 
sitive to the issues of 
pollution, conserva­ 
tion, ecology, the is­ 
sues that mean so 
much to the young. 
Nader had apparent­ 
ly been naive enough 
to believe that the in- 
comlng president 
_ 
would name bright 
young 
N a d er ’s 
Raiders to positions of 
power and influence. 
This shows a serious 
misunderstanding of his own role and of 
the potential for change in a country with 
an essentially conservative outlook. It is 
also a failure to understand Jimmy 
Carter’s nature as political power- 
aeeker. 
Nader is a goad, a gadfly. In that role 
he has performed a great service to all of 
us, breaking through the crust of 
smugness and complacency to show how 
dire are the consequences of untram­ 
meled, let- er-rip free enterprise; the 
cost is ruined lakes, polluted rivers, 
barren concrete deserts obliterating the 
beautiful America of not so long ago. 
That was the Nader role in the Nixon 
and Ford administrations and it must in­ 
evitably be his role in a Carter ad­ 
ministration. The new president is bound 
to fall short of the Nader ideal and it will 
be Nader’s duty to call attention to that 
shortfall. 
Carter of necessity is naming men of 
experience in their respective fields. He 
could hardly have done otherwise, even 
if the economy had not been rapidly 
deteriorating. The first priority, as 
Carter has said, is the economy and to 
have named young unknowns certainly 
wouid not have helped. 
The large question that never seems to 
enter the calculations of the young ac­ 
tivists is what is the latitude for change 
in this country. In my opinion, the elec­ 
tion of 1972, when the Democrat, Sen. 
George McGovern of South Dakota, 
carried the single state of Mas­ 
sachusetts, says a lot on this score. 
The vast sums of money spent for 
Richard Nixon had something to do with 
the outcome, as did McGovern’s inep­ 
titude as a candidate. Far more impor­ 
tant, in my opinion, was the perception 
that McGovern was way to the left of 


center, as Barry Coldwater in 1964 had 
been to the right of center. 
McGovern’s call for tax reform in­ 
cluded one proposal that was like a red 
flag to tax lawyers and the moneyed in­ 
terests. It provided that unrealized 
capital gains in an inheritance should be 
taxed at the same rate as though they 
had been sold before the death of the 
testator, if the testator had bought a 
stock at 910 that had appreciated to 
91,000, his or her heir would have the full 
benefit of the increase, tax free. Threats 
against this prized privilege have long 
sent tremors among the well-heeled. 
What McGovern’s strategists soon dis­ 
covered came as a surprise. Ordinary 
citizens who would likely never have any 
substantial accumulation to leave to 
their heirs expressed resentment. They 
might be millionaries one day, too, and 
they wanted no restrictions put on their 
rights. 
Carter is face to face with the fact that 
the system is limping. But never, cer­ 
tainly not in his primary campaign, did 
he propose any drastic alterations. His 
was a cautious, even a conservative im­ 
age. 
While in the campaign that followed he 


attacked President Ford on unemploy­ 
ment and inflation and stressed the need 
for tax reform, this was hardly more 
than the rhetoric of the “liberal” 
Democrat opposing a “conservative” 
Republican. 
Not only outsiders like Nader have 
beal taken aback by Carter’s first ap­ 
pointments. During the campaign 
Hamilton Jordan, the campaign 
manager, said that if after Carter's elec­ 
tion old familiar faces — he mentioned 
Cyrus Vance — were to be put in high 
positions he would not be around. Vance 
was Carter’s first appointment, as 
Secretary of State, and Jordan is due for 
a White House post. 
Certain words in the political 
vocabulary have gained a dubious mean­ 
ing. One is “establishment.” It is 
anathema to the young activists who in­ 
terpret it as taking in all the predators 
dominating American industry and 
finance. A dictionary definition is: “the 
existing power structure in society; in­ 
stitutional authority.” 
What would replace it if it were wiped 
out? The young who demonstrated so 
violently in the streets during the Viet­ 
nam war never provided an answer.
